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FOREIGN REPORTS. 



CUBA. 

Plague — Santiago. 

Surgeon Guiteras, of the Public Health Service, reported by tele- 
graph August 13, 1914, that a total of 13 cases of plague had occurred 
in Santiago, Cuba, all of which were traceable to the original focus of 
infection. 

ENGLAND. 

Plague — Liverpool. 

A report from Liverpool, England, dated August 8, 1914, states that 
2 deaths had occurred from plague and that there were 2 sus- 
picious cases. 

Later reports state that the 2 cases previously reported as sus- 
picious had developed plague, and that 5 other cases had occurred, 
making a total of 9 cases, of which 7 were in members of one family 
and 2 were contact cases. 

GUATEMALA. 

Bounty on Rats— Puerto Barrios. 

A report from Puerto Barrios, Guatemala, dated July 27, 1914, 
stated that the Guatemalan Government had begun payment of a 
bounty on rats captured and delivered to the Government authori- 
ties. The United Fruit Co. had for some time been paying bounties on 
rats taken in and about the buildings of the company. The bounties 
now paid by the Government are on rats caught in the native section 
of Puerto Barrios. 

JAPAN. 

Plague — Typhus Fever. 

During the week ended July 11, 1914, one case of plague was 
reported at Yokohama, and during the same period 25 cases of typhus 
fever were reported in Tokyo, Japan, making a total of 4,093 cases 
of typhus fever notified since the beginning of the present outbreak 
early in March, 1914. 
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ZANZIBAR. 

Plague-Infected Rats — Zanzibar. 

During the period from May 22 to June 21, 1914, 4,296 rats were 
collected in Zanzibar, Zanzibar. Of this number, 4,060 were exam- 
ined for plague infection. Sixteen plague-infected rats were found.
